Having had a great deal of experi- 


ence in spraying fruit trees I find that 
there are three essential things that 
fihould'be borne in mind. First, know- 
ing what to spray for; second, u'sing 
the proper solution, and third, to spray, 
at the right time. I: am aware of-'the 
fact that a great'many ownersof 
trees have some very indefinite ideas 
as to what to spray with, when to 
spray, or whether-it makes anyMif- 
ference how it is done, just so as they 
spray. 
It .is certain .that spraying 


might as well be given up entirely' un-1 
less It is clone thoroughly and regu-. 
larly at the proper time each season.', 
While it is by no means a cure for all 
the ills of tree fruit culture; still it is 
a powerful adjunct to successful: or- 
chard management.

ticed spraying regularly each sea'son

THE DRAGGING OF ROADS. 


With Very .Little Work a Good Road- 


• 
bed May Be Maintained. 


Once more we take up our.parable 


and insist on farmers making prep- 
arations to make the best possible 
roads they can out of the material at 
hand, which Is just plain dirt; and 
the more clay in it the better.' 


• Farmers are fooling away the great 
bulk of their road taxes every year 
by not using a drag. The road drag 
may be made out of any light wood— 
pine, cedar, cottonwood, soft maple, 
.box elder. If a post or log is xisad it 
should be seven feet long, about six or 
eight 
inches 
thick, sawed in two 


lengthwise, the two pieces put split 
.•side foremost about three and a half 
feet apart, held together by pieces of 
hard wood or steel rods. A log chain 
should be attached to the front and 
the team hitched to it in such a way 
that the drag is drawn at an angle of 
45-degrees.

class and carefully compounded. ' As' 
I have experlmentted with the differ- 
ent ingredients recommended, contin- 
ues this writer in-Farmers' Review, I 
find that the most effectual forniula 
is a half pound of paris green, eight 
pounds of blue vitriol and eight pounds 
of lime to;:,100:gallons of;'water.:. In 
preparing'the mixture I put 32 pounds 
of. blue vitriol In a. burlap Backhand 
suspend it in a barrel containing 32 
gallons of water the day before it is. 
to be used, so as to give it ample 
time: to thoroughly dissolve. .1 then 
slack eight pounds of fresh lime, '.and 
when ready to use it I strain It into

Pig. .2. Through this insert a bolt of 
iron having a head on'one end and a 
"nut" on the other.: Turn the nut on 
the end (with a big "washer" be- 
neath it) until the crack in. the break 
has been made as small as possible, 
then/cover the crack neatly over with 
grafting wax.

small trees from

another vessel and slack eight pounds 
more to be ready when wanted.v I 
next put a half-pound of paris green 
in three-fourths of a gallon of water 
and keep It thoroughly stirred until 
ready for use the next day. The; fol- 
lowing morning when ready to b'egin 
•spraying I fill, the cask almost full of 
water, leaving room, however, for ;the 
ingredients. 
I then strain the lime 


solution into the cask, next eight gal- 
lons of the blue vitriol solution and 
lastly the paris green mixture. I then 
put the ends of the pump hose so as 
to pump the mixture back into the 
cask, and run the pump for several 
minutes in order to thoroughly'mix 
the entire, solution. In spraying I. ap- 
ply the mixture with sufficient force 
to reach every part of the tree.'and 
foliage, giving a fine moist spray, until 
the entire tree is well covered, which 
is indicated by slight dropping of mix- 
ture'from the trees. I spray three 
times each season. 
The first spray- 


ing is .commenced just before the 
blossom buds open in the spring, ".At 
thii time the'canker worm, bud moth, 
leaf crumbier, leaf folder and cigar 
case bearer are making preparations 
to begin their destructive work in the 
orchard. As, these Insects are in their 
Infancy at this period, it is the proper 
time to gain possession ahead of them. 
In spraying the second time I begin 
just as^soon as the petals of the blos- 
soms have dropped and make the third 
spraying ten days later.

The Necessity of Putting 
In That 


Which the Crops Take Out. 


In many of the-older. agricultural 


regions, the main question to 
the 


farmer, is that of supplying plaiit food 
for the soli. Year after year a field 
has been called upon to produce 'tho' 
same kind of grain, consequently1 the. 
soil has lost its productive capacity. 
This land -must now have food or its 
value, will be naught. This food mus' 
be stored up in. the soil. The farmer 
thinks he cannot spare the land for 
clover, but must put It in wheat or 
corn year after year in order t6 get a 
good living from it. 
So crop rotation 


does not appeal to.him. Other'meas- 
ures must be adopted. Fertilizer of 
some nature must be used,. and he 
resorts to it to build up his land. 


A good commercial 
fertilizer 
is 


beneficial to the soil, but nothing is 
better than farm manure. 
The fer 


tillty of the well-manured laud docs 
not pass away with the first crop, 
but abides for several years. 
The 


lasting effects of farm manure on soil 
was proven at an experiment station 
in England. Manure w.vs applied to a 
piece oC land once each year for 20 
years, then It was discontinued. Over 
20 years after the last application, 
larger crops of barley were secured 
from this land than from land that 
had never been manured. 


The reason many farmers do not 


get the full benefit of manure is that 
they allow it to remain in piles about 
the barn until it deteriorates, or they 
fall to apply it evenly to the soil. 
Manure should always be put on the 
soil before it decomposes, for as It 
decays it acts 
upon 
the 
mineral 


particles of the soil 
and 
changes 


them into valuable plant food. An- 
alysis of soil by experts show.s that 
it often contains large quantities of 
phosphorus, potassium and other ele- 
ments In Inactive forms. When fresh 
manure is thoroughly mixed with this 
soil it produces such a change in the 
mineral elements that they at orice be- 
come available for plant life. 


It Is said that farm manure does 


not contain a large amount of total 
plant food, only about 30 pounds of ni- 
trogen, phosphorus and potassium to 
the ton. 
Its value then is not so, 


much in what it contains as in Its 
power to operate on the mineral ele- 
ments in the soil, changing them into 
available plant material. Experiments 
have proven that when manure is ap- 
plied to soil it produces 20 or 30 per 
cent, of available plant food. 
The 


products thus formed are called hu- 
mates. 


When we come to calculate 
the 


actual value of manure in dollars and 
cents, says Farmer's Voice, tho re- 
sult is surprising. 
Suppose an acre 


of impoverished land that could pro- 
duce no more than 20 bushels of corn 
in a favorable season is treated to five 
tons of rich manure. 
If tho season is 


auspicious this acre will now produce 
40 bushels of good corn the first year. 
This Increase of 20 bushels, sold at 
60 cents, would bring ten dollars per 
ton. 
Besides the laud has a perma- 


nent benefit; and will manifest it 
from year to year. 


The manure should always be dis- 


tributed evenly. 
Too much in one 


spot and not enough in another re- 
sults disastrously. A manure spread-

nomical plan for framing a huy barn. 
If the frame is not too large, 2x4 stuff 
will answer, but in case of a large 
barn 2x6 Is recommended. If bent is 
made after manner shown in the illus- 


ions for 39 cows, pens for sheep and 
swine, four calving pens, milk room 
provided with, separator, testing ap- 
pliance, qhurn, etc., feed room, root 
bin and an .IS-foot silo. There is a 
driveway behind each row of stalls 
to allow, of a cart being driven in to 
remove manure, and tho 
feed 
Is 


handled In a hand cart, similar to 
those used by all up-to-date 'dairymen. 


The second floor Is reached by two 


slightly elevated driveways. 
It con- 


tains stall room for 1G horses, tho 
main granary, carriage and machinery 
rooms. 
The lloor under the horses 


is rendered water tight by two layers 
of matched flooring sealed and coat- 
ed with a tar compound. The liquid 
manure from both lloorn Is conveyed 
by drains to a cement cistern. 


The third lloor is reached by a short 


viaduct, and here the silo Is Illled and 
all thrashing done. Hay and bundles 
are unloaded by means of two circular 
hay carriers. Water from the well Is 
pumped by a windmill Into n storage 
tank just above tho silo on tho third 
floor, thence being piped all through 
tho barn and house. 


The floor 'of the second story is 


supported by tho partition studs of 
the first floor, while the third floor 
and roof are upheld by the silo and 
four-Inch posts. Six ventilating shafts 
run from the first lloor up the sldo 
walls to the apex of the roof. 
' While the round barn may have Us 
faults, in the opinion of Prairie Farm- 
er, It is becoming to bo considered 
much superior to other forms In many 
ways, and its adherents are increasing 
rapidly, especially in tho dairy sec- 
tions.

Careful methods In drawing the milk 
and In properly cooling It are'set at 
naught if tho milk is utrafned Into/an 
unclean can and allowed to remain 
there. 
It Is not necessary that tho 


dirt ho present In isiifllclont quantities 
to bo seen by tho naked oyo In order 
to render tho can unfit for use. After 
It hns been cleaned and dried the tin 
should havo a clean, dry appearance 
and should not be greasy to 
the 


touch. 
A greasy coating on the--in- 


terior of a milk can will spoil milk or 
croam in a very few hours. It doesn't 
:o»t any more to keep the

time, if wo expect any tendency to 
revert to somo original ancestry poor 
in milk production. 
In-and-in breed 


as much as possible In order to re- 
duce; to a minimum tho tendency/to 
revert, by breeding the sires to the 
heifers or to other which closely re- 
semble them, and you will' have a 
basis for a good strain of cows. How- 
ever, during this time wo must not 
lose sight of the fact.that better feed 
and care has a great deal to do with 
tho Improvement of the herd. This Is 
particularly tho case in the develop- 
ment of a heifer. 
Feed them good, 


rich, nitrogenous feed during 
their 


growing period. 
Glvo them plenty of 


exercise and fresh air and a good, 
clean, sanitary place to sleep.
